This office action is responsive to communications filed 05/17/2006. 
Claims 1-9 are pending. 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 4 - 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Griinke (US 5,085,246). 

Griinke discloses (See Figs. 1 - 5) a fluid flow control valve having an input (near 
(20)) and an output (near (40)) the valve further comprising an inlet socket (16, 28) and 
an outlet socket (22, 40), a pressure check piston (12) and a fluid flow orifice (64) 
disposed in the piston and extending between the first and second ends of the piston 
and a spring (14) biasing the piston (12) towards the inlet socket. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were- made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
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not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) an^ potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 2, 3, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Griinke as applied to claims 1 and 4-7 above, and further in view of Terry (US 
5,215,113). 

The patent to Griinke discloses the claimed invention as set forth above with the 
exception of explicitly disclosing a pressure seal located around the orifice in the outlet 
socket. 

Terry discloses that it is known in the art to provide a pressure seal located 
around the outlet orifice for the purpose of allowing the piston to seal against the orifice 
so as to provide a reliable seal thereat. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have provided in Griinke a pressure seal located around the 
outlet orifice for the purpose of allowing the piston to seal against the orifice so as to 
provide a reliable seal thereat, as recognized by Terry. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 05/17/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's argument is that Griinke does not disclose an orifice along a 
longitudinal axis of the inlet socket or the outlet socket for permitting flow therethrough. 
In response it is noted that orifice by definition is an opening that the inlet socket (16, 
28) and the outlet socket (22, 40) in Griinke clearly disclose (See Figs. 2 and 3). The 
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argument of applicants against Terry is that it does not show use of flow channels 

through the inlet and outlet sockets. In response, it is noted that Terry reference has 

been used in the office action for the teaching it provides concerning the recited 

limitation of pressure seal only.
